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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that in the Office Action of 
September 23, 2004, neither paragraph 6 or 7 addresses the patentability of the alignment section having a shaped edge that aligns with 
the shaped edge of a folder as recited in claims 32 and 34. In response, applicant is directed to Cunningham'662 reference which shows 
in the drawings that the alignment section has a shaped edge that aligns with the shaped edge of a folder (figure-3). As for the Heuser 
reference, applicant has faild to provide any evidence that the label will not align itself to the edge of a folder. Further, claim 32 is directed 
to a label wherein the alignable section's edge is shaped "to conform to the edge of a folder" and said phrase, in quotation, is directed to 
an intended use of the claimed label . Hnece, said phrase is not found to be a positive limitation. 
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
